Now Pursue Huipble 
Duties at Home. 


BERUN.— Fighting for a post- 
war existence in civilian life has 
proved more harratsing than the 
fortunes of the battlefield to many 
of the thousands of German officers 
who survived the war. They num­ 
bered some 300.000 at the time of 
the armistice. While the majority 
held 
only 
war-time 
comissions, 
there were a large number of veter­ 
ans for whom the lifting smoko of 
the conflict revealed that they had 
suddenly been uprooted from their 
chosen careers and were forced to 
begin afresh in new fields, It was 
especially difficult for the aged of­ 
ficers, who were no longer vigor­ 
ous and adaptable eoough to battle 
effectively in an economic maelstrom 
already burdened with keen com­ 
petition. 
The German army and navy in 
peace times included an active of­ 
ficers' corps of 55,760, of whom 
60,960 were in the military forces. 
When the war broke out. this list 
was augmented by 270,000 of those 
who were retired or on reserve. In 
addition there was the commission­ 
ed staff of the medical branches 
numbering 33,406. The total loss in 
the corps amounted to about 65,000 
killed and 96,213 wounded. 
Serve as Porters. 
Since the Treaty 
of 
Versailles 
permitted the retention of but 4,000 
officers in the Reichawehr, a vast 
majority of the war survivors be­ 
came factors for absorption in civ­ 
ilian pursuits. Today they are to 
be found in nearly every walk of 
life, some having even resorted to 
the positions of waiter and porter 
in order do gain a livelihood. Some 
were connected with trade, labor or 
industry through family ties and 
thus found situations comparative­ 
ly easily. Others returned to offic­ 
ial positions, and a part enlisted in 
the newly-organized Security Police. 
A considerable section of the ex­ 
officers turned to university call­ 
ings; particularly could 
they 
be 
seen at judicial and medical lec­ 
tures and in polytechnic schools. In 
the first period of transition, some 
worked in subordinate executive po­ 
sitions as assistants and some at 
manual labor, even as miners. 
There are none of 
the

banking and industrial concerns to­ 
day in which former officers are 
not active. In some banks one runs 
across an occasional general. Form­ 
er staff officers were in position to 
receive tempting Industrial 
offers 
because of their unusual preparation 
and their knowledge of languages. 
Aireay before the war, officers were 
in demand in the insurance field as 
inspectors and agents, and this num­ 
ber has 'been noticeably increased. 
The automobile industry, too, has 
attracted many. Detective agencies 
and warehouses have employed them 
in divers capacities.
